Group  argues  removal  of  dam  is  good

Tuan  Nguyen,  who  now 
serves  as  San  Francisco  field  di¬ 
rector  for  the  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion  Restore  Hetch  Hetchy,  made 
a  presentation  in  support  of 
restoring  the  valley. 

“Eighty-five  percent  of  San 
Francisco’s  water  comes  from 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  reser¬ 
voir  by  way  of  the 
O’Shaughnessy  Dam,”  said 
Nguyen,  who  has  been  active  in 
city  politics  for  many  years. 

Nguyen  spoke  to  the  Westside 
Democratic  Club  at  its  monthly 
meeting  at  the  Taraval  Police 
Station  on  Aug.  27.  He  explained

Richmond  District  residents 
have  been  busy  for  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  months  gathering  signatures 
to  put  the  district’s  supervisor, 
Jake  McGoldrick,  on  the  Feb.  5 
ballot. 

Fed  up  with  the  politics  of  ex¬ 
clusion,  and  fed  up  with  the  votes 
and  actions  of  a  supervisor  who 
does  not  represent  his  con¬ 
stituents,  this  group  of  dedicated 
citizens  is  nearing  its  goal  of 
gathering  the  signatures  of  4,000 
District  1  voters  to  put  this  ques¬ 
tion  on  the  ballot:  Should  we 
keep  McGoldrick  or  should  we 


why  restoring  the  valley  to  its 
natural  state  would  be  the  most 
beneficial,  not  just  to  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  but  the  entire 
state  as  well. 

Built  in  1923,  the  dam  and 
reservoir  is  the  starting  point  for 
water  going  to  San  Francisco 
through  a  series  of  pipes  -  a  span 
of  160  miles. 

“That  is  not  safe,  being  so  far 
away  from  the  City,”  said 
Nguyen  of  the  long  distribution 
system.  “The  city  can  store  its 
water  some  place  else.” 

Nguyen  explained  that  having 
water  available  and  stored  in 
more  places  closer  to  the  City 
would  reduce  the  risk  of  sole  de¬ 


show  him  the  door? 

The  recall  campaign  was  bom 
when  McGoldrick  moved  to 
close  Golden  Gate  Park  to  vehi¬ 
cle  traffic  on  Saturdays,  ignoring 
two  citywide  votes  to  keep  the 
park  open  for  seniors  and  fami¬ 
lies  who  might  not  be  able  to  use 
mass  transit  or  walk  or  bicycle 
into  the  park.  More  than  60  per¬ 
cent  of  the  voters  in  the 
Richmond  and  65  percent  in  the 
Sunset  District  voted  to  keep  the 
park  open  to  all  on  Saturdays. 

But  McGoldrick  ignored  their 
democratic  vote  to  pursue  his 
own  agenda.  He  also  passed  leg- 


pendency  upon  one  main  water 
source. 

Over  the  years,  at  least  four 
engineering  evaluations  have 
been  done.  The  most  recent,  fa¬ 
cilitated  by  U.C.  Davis,  was 
completed  in  2005. 

Ron  Good,  the  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  Restore  Hetch  Hetchy, 
described  the  non-profit’s  efforts 
as  a  “win-win  outcome  on  all 
sides,  with  no  losers.” 

Good  said  he  gave  testimony 
before  the  U.S.  Congress  twice 
this  year,  noting  that  the  restora¬ 
tion  is  technically  feasible. 

“But  Congress  decided  not  to 
fund  a  more  conclusive  study,” 
he  said. 


islation  to  limit  the  number  of 
Tenancies-in-Common  allowed 
in  the  City,  even  though  a  majori¬ 
ty  of  San  Franciscans  went  to  the 
polls  and  said  they  did  not  want 
the  form  of  home  ownership  lim¬ 
ited. 

Additionally,  McGoldrick  has 
introduced  or  voted  for  every  tax 
and  fee  increase  in  the  last  6 
years.  Recently,  he  suggested 
paying  another  toll  at  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  to  help  pay  for  re¬ 
building  the  Doyle  Drive  road¬ 
way  leading  to  the  bridge. 
Another  toll  he  promotes,  like 
the  one  he  wants  to  charge  poor 
people  to  drive  in  the  downtown 
area,  an  idea  currently  being 
studied  by  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority. 

McGoldrick  has  also  refused 
to  meet  with,  or  represent,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Richmond  residents  who 
needed  help  with  problems  or 
improving  the  district.

The  $7  million  study  “would 
put  more  meat  on  the  bones  of 
the  various  engineering  reports 
over  the  years,”  Good  said. 

Good  noted  that  current  cost 
estimates  to  restore  the  valley 
have  varied  from  $3  billion  to 
$10  billion. 

“In  some  of  those  estimates 
there  are  other  fees  added  to  it, 
which  makes  the  estimation 
higher,”  he  said. 

Restore  Hetch  Hetchy’s  vision 
sees  the  benefits  outweighing  the 
costs.  In  addition  to  establishing 
a  more  varied  water  supply 
source,  the  public  will  have  bet¬ 
ter  access  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Valley  as  a  national  park. 

Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  is  part  of 
the  famous  Yosemite  National 
Park  that  draws  millions  of 
tourists  to  California  annually. 

Not  much  official  study  has 
looked  at  the  benefits,  which  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  non-profit’s  fore¬ 
casts  could  provide  between  $26 
million  and  $6  billion  annually  in 
revenue  earned  and  money 
saved. 

According  to  Nguyen,  Sen. 
Dianne  Feinstein  is  opposed  to 
the  idea  of  tearing  out  the  dam 
and  eliminating  the  reservoir. 
The  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  pro¬ 
vides  water  for  San  Francisco 
residents  and  for  people  living  in 
dozens  of  towns  along  the  distri¬ 
bution  network. 

Good  said  that  the  door  to  ap¬ 
proaching  Congress  again  is 
open.  He  is  confident  that  other 
sources  of  funding  are  out  there, 
both  private  and  public. 

“We  are  looking  at  all  the  op¬ 
tions,”  he  said.

After  weeks  of  careful  recon¬ 
struction,  the  San  Francisco 
Botanical  Gardens  (SFBG)  is 
ready  to  unveil  its  historic  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  Rhododendron 
Garden.  Serving  as  the  center- 
piece  is  a  new  stone  pavilion  fea¬ 
turing  stone  remnants  of  a  12th 
century  Spanish  monastery 
brought  to  San  Francisco  by 
William  Randall  Hearst  in  the 
’20s. 

The  garden  is  slated  to  open  in 
September. 

Master  stonemason  and  ac¬ 
claimed  sculptor  Edwin 
Hamilton  said  he  paid  homage  to 
stone  masters  of  the  past  when  he 
created  an  early  example  of  their 
gothic  architecture  by  using  the 
limestone  that  preserves  their  ar¬ 
chitectural  heritage. 

According  to  Hamilton,  the 
carvings  are  primarily  represent¬ 
ed  by  a  special  centerpiece  stone, 
which  was  used  more  than  800 
years  ago  to  create  a  dome-like 
roof  system,  also  called  a  stone 
vault. 

Hamilton  built  an  I-beam 
structure  that  mimics  the  lines  of 
the  vault  so  the  layout  looks  like 
it  once  was. 

“This  was  an  architectural 
breakthrough  of  the  times,” 
Hamilton  said.  “The  whole  de¬ 
sign  of  these  pieces  emanates 
from  this  stone,  so  I  wanted  to 
feature  that  element.” 

Putting  together  the  structure 
was  no  easy  task  considering  the 
obstacles  Hamilton  faced  during 
the  project. 

According  to  Michael 
McKechnie,  executive  director  of 
the  San  Francisco  Botanical 
Garden  Society,  Hearst  had  the 
stones  dismantled,  marked  in 
crates  and  shipped  to-  San 
Francisco  so  he  could  reassemble 
them  and  build  a  complex  for  his 
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GGNRA  management 
plan  in  deliberations

For  people  who  have  been 
wanting  to  say  something  to  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation 
Area  (GGNRA)  as  it  prepares  a 
long-range  development  plan,  it 
is  not  too  late. 

The  GGNRA  will  be  develop¬ 
ing  a  General  Management  Plan, 
which  will  determine  the  future 
of  the  national  park,  until  the  fall 
of  2009. 

“It  is  never  too  late  to  com¬ 
ment,”  said  Brian  Aviles,  a  senior 
planner  for  the  GGNRA,  which 
is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
National  Park  Service  (NPS). 

The  scoping  or  initial  public 
comment  period  has  already  oc¬ 
curred,  but  NPS  ears  are  still 
open  as  the  agency  moves  for¬ 


ward. 

“It  is  an  exciting  opportunity, 
only  done  once  in  a  generation,” 
said  Aviles,  about  developing  the 
General  Management  Plan  for 
the  GGNRA.  “Hopefully,  it  will 
have  grown  out  of  what  we  have 
heard  from  the  public.” 

In  its  General  Management 
Plan  Newsletter  #2,  the  NPS  out¬ 
lines  the  next  step  of  the  process: 
“Several  possible  visions  for  the 
future  of  the  parks  (called  alter¬ 
natives)  will  be  developed  and 
analyzed  before  a  preferred  di¬ 
rection  is  selected.” 

The  GGNRA  was  founded  in 
1972,  in  tandem  with  the 
Gateway  National  Recreation 
Area  in  New  York  City,  as  a 
means  for  the  National  Park 
Service  to  bring  the  wilderness

to  urban  city  parks,  which  are 
usually  less  restrictive. 

The  purpose  of  the  GGNRA 
“is  to  offer  national  park  experi¬ 
ences  to  a  large  and  diverse  ur¬ 
ban  population  while  preserving 
and  interpreting  the  park’s  out¬ 
standing  natural,  historic,  scenic 
and  recreational  values.” 

The  GGNRA  is  comprised  of 
large  land  areas  in  San  Francisco, 
Marin  and  San  Mateo  counties. 
The  Muir  Woods  National 
Monument  is  also  involved  in  the 
creation  of  the  plan. 

The  development  of  the 
General  Management  Plan  has 
been  in  progress  since  the  spring 
of  2006  and  will  not  be  finalized 
until  2010. 

Over  the  next  four  months,  the 
NPS  will  define  the  issues  that 
the  General  Management  Plan 
will  address.  To  be  developed  are 
“conceptual  alternatives,”  or  dif¬ 
ferent  scenarios  of  how  the  park 
could  be  managed  over  the  next 
20  years.  The  park  service’s  staff 
will  be  sharing  the  alternatives 
with  the  public  at  the  end  of  2007 
via  a  newsletter  and  open  houses. 

The  refined  alternatives  will 
be  released  for  public  review  in 
2008,  and  the  Draft  General 
Management  Plan  will  incorpo¬ 
rate  these  alternatives. 

“It  is  a  very  open  and  deliber¬ 
ate  process.  We  don’t  make  hasty 
decisions,”  said  Aviles.  “We  have 
a  couple  of  years  of  serious  work 
ahead  of  us.” 

The  NPS  will  have  to  resolve 
some  thorny  issues,  including 
protection  of  endangered  species 


at  Ocean  Beach  (Western  Snowy 
Plover  and  Bank  Swallow)  and 
the  desire  of  dog  walkers  to  let 
their  dogs  run  free.  As  well,  on 
trails  there  is  a  conflict  between 
bikers  and  walkers,  who  worry 
about  getting  hit  from  the  some¬ 
times  fast-moving  bicycles,  and 
road  congestion  has  become  a 
problem.  The  NPS  says  the  con¬ 
flicts  sometimes  occur  because 
mountain  bikes,  dogs,  horses  and 
people  all  share  the  trails. 

The  initial  public  input  peri¬ 
ods  revealed  that  park  users  val¬ 
ued  having  parks  located  close  to 
them  because  the  undeveloped 
open  spaces  near  a  metropolitan 
center  offered  a  place  to  unwind. 

They  valued  the  natural  beau¬ 
ty,  scenery,  scenic  character, 
unique  flora  and  fauna,  native 
plants,  cultural  and  historical  re¬ 
sources,  and  resource  steward¬ 
ship.  Park  visitors  appreciated 
the  open  spaces  and  clean  air. 
places  for  quiet  and  solitude,  and 
abundant  opportunities  for  recre¬ 
ation  and  physical  fitness. 

Also  of  concern  were  levels  of 
development,  commercialization, 
and  public  access. 

“These  are  your  park  lands. 
This  is  your  opportunity  to  help 
create  the  vision  for  their  future,” 
wrote  GGNRA  Superintendent 
Brian  O’Neill.

Be  ready  if  disaster  hits 


San  Francisco  takes  disaster 
preparedness  very  seriously,  both 
for  the  City  and  for  individuals. 
As  part  of  this  commitment,  our 
SF  Department  of  Emergency 
Management  is  participating  in 
the  National  Weather  Service’s 
Tsunami-Ready  program,  which 
promotes  tsunami  hazard  pre¬ 
paredness  in  coastal  communi¬ 
ties. 

The  first  major  step  towards 
being  granted  the  Tsunami- 
Ready  designation  is  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  signs  along  Ocean  Beach 
to  indicate  the  hazard  zone  and 
evacuation  routes.  If  you  live  in 
or  visit  this  area  (known  as  the 
western  inundation  zone),  you 
may  have  already  noticed  the 
signs. 

Although  we  normally  think 
of  earthquakes  as  our  greatest

risk,  as  a  coastal  area  we  may 
also  be  vulnerable  to  tsunamis. 

A  tsunami  is  a  series  of  waves 
created  by  a  sudden,  significant 
displacement  of  the  ocean  floor, 
which  can  be  generated  by  an  un¬ 
derwater  earthquake  or  landslide. 
While  tsunamis  are  rare,  they  can 
be  extremely  dangerous. 

If  you  are  on  or  near  the  beach 
and  observe  the  water  receding  in 
an  unusually  rapid  manner,  im¬ 
mediately  evacuate  eastward  to 
higher  ground  -  even  if  no  offi¬ 
cial  warning  has  been  issued. 

If  the  National  Oceanic  and 
Atmospheric  Administration 
(NOAA)  issues  a  tsunami  warn¬ 
ing,  multiple  public  notification 
systems  will  be  activated.  These 
include  Outdoor  Public  Warning 
System  sirens  (which  will  sound 
for  five  minutes),  NOAA  weather 
radios,  the  Emergency  Alert 
System  (EAS),  and  AlertSF.  If 
you  hear  or  see  any  of  these 
warnings,  tune  your  radio  to 
KCBS  740  AM  or  other  local 
stations  for  information  from 
emergency  officials. 

While  a  tsunami  is  an  unlikely 
event,  we  all  need  to  be  prepared 
in  case  of  any  type  of  major  dis¬ 
aster.  Our  Web  site,  72hours.org, 
is  designed  to  help  you  get  a  han¬ 
dle  on  emergency  preparedness. 

The  Web  site  highlights  the 
fact  that  after  a  disaster  it  may  be 
at  least  three  days  before  vital 
services  are  restored.  The  Web 
site  provides  step-by-step  in¬ 
structions  on  how  to  make  a  fam¬ 
ily  emergency  plan,  build  a  disas¬ 
ter  kit,  and  get  involved  in  train¬ 


ing  before  a  disaster  occurs  or 
volunteer  to  help  out  afterwards. 
All  the  information  is  available 
in  English,  Spanish  and  Chinese. 

The  first  step  in  getting  pre¬ 
pared  is  to  develop  a  family 
emergency  plan.  Decide  where 
you  and  your  family  will  meet  if 
you  are  separated  when  a  disaster 
occurs  and  make  arrangements 
for  who  will  pick  up  your  kids  if 
you’re  at  work  and  can’t  get  to 
them.  Choose  an  out-of-state 
contact  person  because  long  dis¬ 
tance  phone  lines  may  be  in  op¬ 
eration  before  local  lines.  Make 
copies  of  all  your  important  doc¬ 
uments  and  send  them  to  a  friend 
or  family  member  to  hold  for 
you.  Inventory  your  valuables 
and  take  pictures  of  them. 

Next,  you  should  make  a  dis¬ 
aster  kit.  There  are  some  basic 
things  you  need,  and  you  proba¬ 
bly  have  a  lot  of  it  at  home  al¬ 
ready.  First  and  foremost:  food, 
water  and  first  aid  supplies  for 
people  and  pets. 

Be  sure  to  have  a  battery-op¬ 
erated  radio  in  your  kit.  If  you’re 
stranded  without  power  or  tele¬ 
phones,  the  radio  may  be  the 
only  way  to  get  vital  information 
and  instructions.  Other  items  to 
include  are  a  flashlight,  batteries, 
manual  can  opener,  prescription 
medicines,  change  of  clothes  and 
personal  hygiene  items.  The  most 
important  thing  to  remember  in 
putting  together  this  kit  is  that  it 
should  be  personalized  for  your 
family’s  own  needs. 

Getting  prepared  involves 
simple  steps  we  can  all  take  -  but 
they  could  mean  more  than  we 
can  imagine.

safety  begins  with  you.” 

Fall  is  just  around  the  comer 
and  that  means  Halloween  is 
close.  The  streets  will  be  full  of 
the  little,  and  not  so  little,  “trick 
or  treat”  participants.  If  you  are 
going  to  be  out  with  children  and 
friends  on  Halloween  night, 
make  sure  you  are  visible  to  mo¬ 


torists  and  stay  close  together. 

Look  for  cars  and  bicycles  be¬ 
fore  anyone  crosses  the  street  and 
teach  children  that  it  is  not  safe 
to  cross  on  a  red  traffic  light  or  to 
jaywalk.

During  the  next  week,  dozens 
of  volunteers  will  be  fanning  out 
across  the  district  seeking  the  last 
few  hundred  signatures.

Cans  return,  ballot  measures 


Litter  Receptacles  Return 
on  Geary  Boulevard 

After  a  public  hearing  that  I 
sponsored  in  July  regarding  the 
removal  of  litter  receptacles  on 
our  city  streets,  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  nine  of  them  have  been 
replaced  along  high  density 
pedestrian  and  heavily  used  parts 
of  Geary  Boulevard.  Thanks  to 
those  of  you  who  contacted  my 
office  with  your  input  about 
where  you  thought  the  litter  re¬ 
ceptacles  should  be  replaced. 
With  your  help,  we  can  ensure 
that  our  streets  get  the  attention 
they  deserve. 

The  SF  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  running  a  pilot  program 
to  ensure  that  receptacles  are 
available  at  all  transit  stops, 
schools,  plazas,  hospitals,  li¬ 
braries  and  other  facilities  that  at¬ 
tract  a  large  number  of  people. 
They  are  also  identifying  busi¬ 
nesses  that  have  insufficient  or 
no  garbage  service  and  making 
sure  that  they  sign  up.  This  will 
cut  back  on  the  abuse  of  our  pub¬ 
lic  litter  receptacles  by  private 
businesses. 

November  Ballot 
Initiatives 

We  have  been  hard  at  work, 
with  quite  a  number  of  measures 
on  the  Nov.  4,  2007  ballot.  I 
wanted  to  tell  you  a  little  bit 
about  each  of  the  initiatives  that  I 
authored.  Please  feel  free  to  go  to 
the  SF  Department  of  Elections’ 
Web  site  for  the  legal  text 
(www.sfgov.org/site/elections), 
as  well  as  arguments  for  each 
measure. 

Proposition  B  simply  puts  a 
limit  of  60  days  on  the  amount  of 


time  that  a  member  of  a  commis¬ 
sion  or  board  can  serve  after  their 
term  expires.  Currently,  no  time 
limit  exists.  After  an  appointee  to 
a  board  or  commission  serves  his 
or  her  term,  the  individual  can 
continue  forever  to  fill  a  seat  af¬ 
ter  the  term  expires.  Prop.  B  cre¬ 
ates  a  requirement  for  city  offi¬ 
cials  to  act  in  order  to  avoid  cre¬ 
ating  vacancies  to  important 
boards  and  commissions. 

This  is  not  a  political  game  or 
swipe  at  any  appointing  officer. 
The  mayor  appoints  the  majority 
of  commissioners,  but  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  other 
city  officials  also  appoint  individ¬ 
uals  to  boards  and  commissions. 
This  amendment  merely  takes 
the  murkiness  out  of  a  simple  ap¬ 
point/re-appoint  situation. 

Proposition  F  deals  with  San 
Francisco  police  officers  who 
previously  served  as  airport  po¬ 
lice  officers  before  January  1997, 
when  the  Airport  Police 
Department  merged  with  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department 
(SFPD)  to  form  one  unified  law 
enforcement  agency.  Because  of 
the  merger,  the  now-SFPD  offi¬ 
cers  who  served  as  airport  police 
officers  have  been  in  two  differ¬ 
ent  retirement  systems  since 
1997. 

Proposition  F  would  allow 
these  officers  (approximately  62) 
to  transfer  their  accumulated  as¬ 
sets  from  their  PERS  account 
into  the  San  Francisco 
Employees  Retirement  System. 

The  city’s  contribution  to  this 
legislation,  which  is  capped  at 
$670,000  over  20  years,  will  be 
funded  solely  by  airport  funds, 
not  by  the  city  budget’s  General 
Fund. 


This  measure  will  make  sure 
all  active  San  Francisco  police 
officers  enjoy  the  same  pension 
benefits,  and  establish  pension 
equity  for  all  those  that  share  the 
same  risk  on  a  daily  basis.  This  is 
a  question  of  parity. 

Proposition  G  establishes  a 
matching  funds  program  to  help 
raise  money  for  the  stables  in 
Golden  Gate  Park.  For  every  $3 
of  private  donations,  the  City 
will  match  $1,  up  to  $750,000. 

Since  2001,  the  historic  horse 
stables  in  Golden  Gate  Park  have 
been  closed  for  renovation.  The 
stables  provided  after  school, 
weekend  and  summer  activities 
for  families  and  youth  of  all  ages. 

The  renovation  and  repair  of 
the  stables  will  clean  up  a  ne¬ 
glected  area  of  the  cultural  jewel 
that  is  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
bring  thousands  of  people  to  this 
currently  abandoned  part  of  the 
park.  The  stables  are  an  invest¬ 
ment  in  our  youth  by  offering  ed¬ 
ucational  and  healthy  recreation¬ 
al  programs.  A  scholarship  pro¬ 
gram  will  also  be  available  for 
underserved  families,  making  the 
stables  accessible  to  all. 

Proposition  K  is  a  declaration 
of  policy  that  asks  city  officials 
to  limit  the  advertisements  that 
plaster  transit  shelters,  kiosks, 
other  street  clutter  and  buildings 
in  our  public  spaces  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  quantity. 

This  proposition  is  a  reitera¬ 
tion  of  San  Francisco  priorities. 
In  2002,  an  overwhelming  79.1 
percent  of  San  Francisco  voters 
voted  to  protect  the  overall  quali¬ 
ty  of  life,  protect  the  environ¬ 
ment,  and  limit  visual  blight  on 
private  property  by  approving 
Prop.  G,  the  “no  new  billboards” 
initiative. 

Proposition  K  was  written  be¬ 
cause  the  creeping  commercial¬ 
ization  of  our  public  spaces  con¬ 
tinues.  We  are  simply  asking  that 
city  officials  listen  to  the  will  of 
the  people,  and  keep  San 
Francisco’s  unique  beauty  intact.

Jerry  Dow,  a  retired  San  Franciscan,  has 
been  a  docent  with  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  for  more  than  11  years.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  volunteers  to  take  Highlight 
Training,  which  is  a  program  designed  to 
give  visitors  an  overview  of  the  exhibits  in 
the  museum.  Dow  then  went  on  to  become 
a  docent  because  of  his  love  for  science 
and  his  desire  to  make  an  impact  in  the 
community. 

Dow  and  his  wife  of  40  years,  Caroline, 
volunteer  at  the  Academy.  The  couple 
lives  in  a  quiet  neighborhood  in  the  Sunset 
District  and  they  have  two  successful 
grown-up  children.  Caroline  decided  to 
volunteer  at  the  Academy  after  going  on  a 
couple  of  field  trips  with  him. 

“Caroline  liked  the  docents  and  she 
wanted  to  find  out  what  being  a  docent 
was  all  about,”  Dow  said. 

During  his  spare  time,  Dow  likes  to 
read,  and  to  do  a  lot  of  maintenance  work 
around  the  house.  His  favorite  television 
show  is  Larry  King.  He  also  volunteers  at 
the  Arboretum  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  is 
a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Club. 
Before  he  retired,  Dow  was  a  merchant 
marine,  where  he  worked  with  marine 
equipment  on  ships. 

At  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences, 
temporarily  located  on  Howard  Street  until 
the  new  Academy  is  rebuilt  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  Dow  meets,  greets  and  directs 
visitors;  coaches  students;  hosts  green 
tours,  inspires  school  groups;  glides  with 
fish  in  the  aquarium;  shows  visitors  the 
tide  pool  and  writes  newsletters.  Dow  vol¬ 
unteers  at  the  Academy  two  afternoons  a 
month,  but  he  occasionally  contributes 
more  time  to  the  Academy. 

Dow  is  one  of  500  volunteers  at  the 
Academy.  Volunteers  staff  specimen  carts, 
create  comets  and  volcanoes  and  conduct 
focus  talks  and  work  with  live  animals, 
such  as  reptiles,  in  the  tide  pool. 


Docents  are  trained  by  top-notch  scien¬ 
tists.  Volunteers  come  from  all  walks  of 
fife  -  some  are  couples,  students,  and  pro¬ 
fessionals,  while  others  are  young  people  - 
who  have  a  common  goal:  to  give  some¬ 
thing  back  to  their  community. 

Rosalind  Henning,  the  volunteer  man¬ 
ager  at  the  Academy,  has  known  Dow  for 
more  than  1 1  years,  since  the  day  he  start¬ 
ed  volunteering.  Henning  works  with  the 
Dows  at  the  Academy’s  temporary  loca¬ 
tion  on  Howard  street. 

“Jerry’s  master’s  degree  in  geography, 
and  his  varied  interests  in  anthropology 
and  astronomy,  is  evident  in  his  enthusias¬ 
tic  and  informative  tours,  which  pique  the 
curiosity  of  both  children  and  adults.  He 
can  also  be  counted  on  to  volunteer  for 
special  tours  and  events  outside  of  his  do¬ 
cent  commitment,”  Henning  said. 

Dow  looks  forward  to  the  taking  the 
Academy  guide  program  in  February  2008 
and  moving  to  the  new  renovated  and  re¬ 
built  museum  in  the  park,  with  its  “living 
roof’  and  other  cutting-edge  features. 

The  Academy  was  created  in  1853  to 
survey  and  study  the  vast  resources  of 
California  and  beyond.  It  is  the  oldest  sci¬ 
entific  institution  in  the  western  United 
States.  When  it  was  founded,  the  Academy 
consisted  of  a  group  of  naturalists  who  met 
weekly  in  a  small  Victorian  office  to  pre¬ 
sent  scientific  papers  to  a  group  of  curious 
citizens. 

However,  in  1906  the  Academy  suf¬ 
fered  a  great  disaster  with  the  earthquake 
and  fire.  The  institution  was  reconstructed 
to  emerge  as  the  fourth  largest  natural  his¬ 
tory  museum  in  the  United  States.  Today, 
the  Academy  supports  eight  scientific  re¬ 
search  departments  with  more  than  30 
Ph.D-level  scientists  and  nearly  20  million 
specimens  stored  in  the  building. 

The  California  Academy  of  Sciences  is 
always  in  need  of  volunteers.

mother.  After  the  Great 
Depression  and  a  fire  that  dam¬ 
aged  the  crates,  Hearst  donated 
them  to  the  City. 

For  more  than  60  years  the 
stones  were  stored  behind  the 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
before  being  resurrected  to  be¬ 
come  part  of  Hamilton’s  other 
garden  park  projects,  including 
the  Library  Terrace  Garden, 
Garden  of  Fragrance  and  the 
California  Native  Garden. 
However,  for  the  Rhododendron 
Garden,  Hamilton  wanted  to  re¬ 
spect  the  stones  as  the  monks  in¬ 
tended  so  he  needed  21st  century 
help. 

“Through  computer  technolo¬ 
gy  we  were  able  to  solve  the  rid¬ 
dle  of  how  the  stones  were  origi¬ 
nally  put  together,”  said 
McKechnie.  “We  were  able  to 
conceptually  put  them  together.” 

According  to  McKechnie, 
each  stonemason  has  contributed 
a  part  of  his  heritage,  which 
gives  “ancientness”  to  this  kind 
of  construction. 

Hamilton,  who  is  of  Scottish 
descent,  has  25  years  of  round- 
the-world  experience.  His  most 
experienced  stone  masons, 
Rogelio  Ortiz  and  Eustorgio 
Chavez,  are  descendants  of 
South-Central  Mexico. 

Ortiz’  family  has  been  work¬ 
ing  with  stone  for  at  least  300 
years.  He  was  taught  by  his  fa¬ 
ther  and  grandfather. 

Combined  with  Spanish 
stones  and  a  Chinese  plant  col¬ 
lection,  the  stone  pavilion  offers 
a  spectacular  collection  of  rhodo¬ 
dendron  species  and  local  hy¬ 
brids. 

Both  Hamilton  and 
McKechnie  hope  the  structure 
will  draw  people  into  the  garden 
and  provide  a  place  to  gather  and 
appreciate  the  architectural  con¬ 
tent  as  well  as  provide  education¬ 
al  programming  about  the  poten¬ 
tial  extinction  of  certain  plants. 

“We  would  like  to  see  this  be 
a  springboard  for  conservation, 
education  and  how  important  it  is 
to  sustain  a  variety  of  plant  life 
in  the  world,”  McKechnie  said. 
“We  preserve  these  plants  and 
stones  in  order  for  people  to 
learn  the  cultural  history  of  what 
they  are  looking  at. 

“Preserving  these  plants  and 
educating  people  on  how  these 
plants  can  be  extinct  is  important 
to  us.  These  plants  are  not  found 
in  the  wild,”  he  said. 

One  of  the  primary  goals  of 
the  rhododendron  renovation  is 
to  enhance  the  visual  screen  be¬ 
tween  nearby  vehicular  traffic 
and  the  shady  garden  walk  inside 
the  Arboretum’s  fence. 

“Considering  an  average  of 
two  stones  a  day  could  only  be 
worked  on,  this  was  a  labor  in¬ 
tensive  project,”  McKechnie 


said. 

The  stonemason  did  not  over¬ 
look  the  historic  value  of  work¬ 
ing  with  the  Hearst  stones. 
Hamilton  said  his  crew  had  to 
maintain  a  deep  respect  for  the 
material  because  of  its  delicate 
condition,  and  subsequently  were 
connected  to  their  craft  in  a  gen¬ 
uine  way.

The  people  devised  a 
plan  to  revolt  against  them.  To 
deliver  the  message,  their  written 
plan  was  secretly  embedded  in 
moon  cakes  during  the  Mid- 
Autumn  Festival.  On  the  15th 
day  of  the  eighth  month,  the  peo¬ 
ple  revolted  and  drove  out  the 
Mongols.  Since  then,  moon 
cakes  have  become  a  popular  sta¬ 
ple  of  the  Moon  Festival. 

The  Sunset  event  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  all  San  Francisco  resi¬ 
dents  to  share  in  the  tradition  and 
celebration  of  the  Autumn  Moon 
Festival.  We  have  worked  hard  to 
incorporate  community  mem¬ 
bers,  merchants,  parents,  and 
government  agencies  to  put  on 
the  best  festival  for  the  local 
community.

Is  real  estate  overpriced? 


This  past  month,  with  the 
mortgage  market  in  a  state  of  dis¬ 
array,  the  media  reporting  on 
lenders  going  out  of  business,  the 
number  of  sales  declining,  and 
foreclosure  rates  going  sky  high, 
many  potential  buyers  are  asking, 
“Are  our  real  estate  prices  too 
high?” 

Let’s  examine  this  question 
and  I  will  give  you  some  food  for 
thought. 

The  long-standing  belief,  es¬ 
pecially  about  San  Francisco  real 
estate,  is  that  housing  is  over¬ 
priced  and  unaffordable  relative 
to  income.  This  was  true  30  years 
ago  and  it  is  still  true  today.  In 
fact,  it’s  always  been  this  way  in 
this  area. 

The  affordability  index,  de¬ 
fined  as  the  percentage  of  house¬ 
holds  that  are  able  to  purchase 
the  median  priced  home  in  the 
area  with  a  20  percent  down  pay¬ 
ment,  hovers  between  8  and  15 
percent  in  San  Francisco.  Our 
statistics  show  that  we  are  a  city 
of  approximately  70  percent 
renters  and  30  percent  homeown¬ 
ers,  with  many  many  of  the 
homeowners  having  purchased 
their  homes  a  long  time  ago. 

So  how  can  we  sustain  the 
real  estate  market  with  such  a 
small  percentage  of  buyers ? 

Because  there  is  a  problem  us¬ 
ing  the  "affordability  index”  as  it 
pertains  to  San  Francisco. 

The  measure  of  a  healthy  mar¬ 
ket  is  localized.  If  the  affordabili¬ 
ty  index  in  Oklahoma  is  at  15 
percent,  the  market  would  die  be¬ 
cause  the  demand  will  be  sub¬ 
stantially  lower  than  the  supply. 
However,  in  the  Bay  Area,  15 
percent  means  that  it’s  a  seller’s 
market  because  we  do  not  have 


enough  supply  to  satisfy  the  de¬ 
mand  of  people  wanting  to  own 
property  in  the  Bay  Area. 

The  index  fails  in  that  it  incor¬ 
porates  only  ordinary  income 
into  the  equation.  The  key  to  de¬ 
veloping  a  better  formula  is  to  in¬ 
clude  a  much  broader  long-term 
measure  of  permanent  income, 
which  includes  capital  gains, 
physical  assets  and  future  earn¬ 
ing  potential. 

The  Baby  Boomers  are  start¬ 
ing  to  reach  retirement  age.  We 
have  the  largest  segments  of  the 
U.S.  marketplace  owning  the 
greatest  amount  of  wealth  we 
have  ever  had  in  this  nation.  This 
wealth  shall  be  passed  along  to 
the  next  generation,  which  has 
fewer  numbers  of  people.  Thus, 
the  wealth  per  capita  will  in¬ 
crease  with  the  passing  of  the 
torch.  The  purchasing  power  will 
be  much  higher  for  the  next  gen¬ 
eration  of  buyers. 

They  are  not  making  any 
more  land  and  it’s  especially  true 


in  a  city  like  San  Francisco.  With 
a  few  exceptions,  our  land  has  all 
been  built  out  and  we  are  not 
making  any  more.  Because  land 
is  a  scarce  commodity,  it  will 
hold  its  value  and  continue  to  ap¬ 
preciate. 

Real  estate  prices  behave  dif¬ 
ferently  because  it’s  not  a  com¬ 
modity  good.  It’s  immobile,  and 
provides  services,  such  as  shelter 
and  security,  to  its  owners. 
Owners  become  emotionally  at¬ 
tached  to  their  homes.  If  prices 
were  to  fall,  most  owners  have 
the  ability  to  hold  on  until  prices 
go  up  and  enjoy  their  home  in  the 
meantime.  When  prices  do  drop, 
they  have  the  ability  to  continue 
paying  their  mortgages,  allowing 
them  to  hang  on  until  prices  get 
better.  About  the  only  people 
selling  are  those  under  financial 
pressure.  Once  those  properties 
are  sold,  prices  will  rise  once 
again  and  go  beyond  what  was 
paid  for  them. 

Thus  goes-  the  pattern  in  San 
Francisco  real  estate,  a  long 
stretch  of  price  appreciation,  with 
some  years  at  double  digit 
growth.  Then,  a  few  years  of 
slow  appreciation  or  slight  dips 
that  presents  an  opportunity  for 
buying,  before  it  is  off  to  the 
races  again.

Hydrocephalus  awareness 


Hydrocephalus  is  a  potentially 
deadly  medical  condition  the 
public  may  never  have  heard  of. 

It  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  ear¬ 
liest  diseases  documented  in  lit¬ 
erature  by  the  Ancient  Greeks, 
who  referred  to  it  as  “water  on 
the  brain.” 

Despite  this  early  presence  in 
medical  history,  little  has  been 
done  to  advance  the  way  in 
which  we  treat  the  disease  up  to 
today. 

Hydrocephalus  affects  an  esti¬ 
mated  one  million  Americans.  It 
is  caused  by  a  buildup  of  fluid  in 
the  brain,  which  causes  the  pres¬ 
sure  of  fluids  in  the  brain  to  in¬ 
crease.  It  can  cause  debilitating 
symptoms  or  loss  of  brain  func-

tion.  It  can  be  accompanied  by 
such  serious  conditions  as  Spina 
Bifida  or  Cerebral  Palsy. 

The  condition  can  result  from 
infections  of  The  nervous  system, 
lesions  in  the  brain  or  spinal 
chord  or  other  traumatic  brain  in¬ 
jury,  but  it  does  not  necessarily 
require  these  conditions.  It  can 
strike  any  person  at  any  time 
without  known  reasons  in  many 
cases. 

What  is  known  is  that  one  to 
two  out  of  every  100,000  babies 
will  be  bom  with  the  condition 
and  another  350,000  adults  will 
develop  it  in  their  lifetime.  Some 
of  the  symptoms  of 
Hydrocephalus  are  depression, 
cognitive  deficiencies,  learning 
disabilities,  headaches  and  other 
forms  of  chronic  pain. 

Unfortunately,  because  the 
condition  shares  similar  charac¬ 
teristics,  it  is  often  misdiagnosed 
as  dementia,  Alzheimer’s  disease 
or  Parkinson’s  disease. 

Right  now,  there  is  no  cure  for 
hydrocephalus.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  method  of  treatment  avail¬ 
able  is  to  put  a  synthetic  tube  in 
the  ventricles  of  a  person’s  brain 
and  pump  excess  fluid  out. 
Scientists  believe  much  more  can 
be  done  to  discover  more  about 
this  condition.  The  problem  re¬ 
mains  that  few  people  seem  to 
even  know  about  Hydrocephalus 
so  the  condition  remains  under¬ 
funded  and  largely  under-recog¬ 
nized. 

Recently,  I  introduced  legisla¬ 
tion,  sponsored  by  the 


Hydrocephalus  Association,  to 
designate  the  month  of 
September  2007  as 
Hydrocephalus  Awareness 
Month.  I  hope  this  legislation 
will  honor  those  who  are  afflicted 
by  this  condition  and  those  who 
have  passed  away  as  a  result  of 


it.  My  hope  is  people  in  and 
around  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
as  well  as  the  entire  State  of 
California,  will  learn  more  about 
this  condition  and  support  efforts 
to  expand  our  research  to  find 
new  methods  for  treating  it.  A 
cure  is  within  our  reach.
